Elmer W. Kuhlmann, Missouri 
department commander, deliv- 
ered a brief address at the 
plaque, placed on the Union 
Electric building at the south- 
west corner of Twelfth boule- 
vard and Locust street to mark 
founding of the organization 
here in 1919.

Congress has been asked t6 express the will of 
the American people to abolish war, to revise 
the Charter of the United Nations, and to have 
the President establish a special “mission for 
peace” to plan for better understanding among 
nations. 

The three resolutions go to the House Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs, and probably they will go 
no farther. But ‘they are significant quite aside 
from their merits and demerits. They were intro- 
duced bv Representative Victor L. Anfuso, a 
young Democrat who has been combatting de- 
linquency and other social evils in Brooklyn, and 
who sent 250,000 anti-Communist letters to Italy 
in the 1948 electoral campaign.

30 Democratic freshmen in the House, supported 
by a number of second-termers, who have been 
speaking recently with an unaccustomed frank- 
ness on foreign affairs. There are no pacifists, 
appeasers or Young Turks in this group. Know- 
ing that first-term representatives are expected 
to be seen but not heard, they consulted with 
Speaker Rayburn before taking the floor. But 
they did take the floor, and then had their hands 
pumped and their backs slapped by scores of 
old-timers. 

Representative Henry S. Reuss of Wisconsin 
probably attracted more attention than any of 
the others. He urged a sweeping settlement 
abroad. Let Russia withdraw from the satellites, 
so that they may choose their own governments. 
Let the West promote a united Germany in a 
central European community without power to 
make war. Let the United Nations guarantee its 
security. 

Thus Russia and France, he said, would be de- 
livered of their fears of a rearmed Germany, 
the satellites would have a chance to deliver 
themselves from Communist bondage, Germany 
would be reunited, and Russian security would 
be assured. In Asia, Reuss would have a U.N. 
trusteeship over Formosa, and he would have us 
reverse our refusal to co-operate in the Special 
United Nations Fund for Economic Development. 

Neither Secre Dulles nor any other diplo- 
mat has been half so bold. Perhaps international 
understanding can be achieved only one or two 
steps at a time. There are obvious weak spots in 
the proposals of the young representatives. The 
big point, however, is that they are not speaking 
as diplomats. They are speaking for their con- 
stituents, everyday people, who do not want to 
live in peril of the big bombs. These people want 
accord in the world so that they may feel that 
their lives are meaningful. 

The names of some of these young Congress- 
men deserve listing: Quigley of Pennsylvania, 
Ashley of Ohio, Udall of Arizona, Edith Green 

of Oregon, Lankford of Maryland, Boyle of 
Illinois, Thompson of New Jersey, McDowell 
of Delaware. 

Their specific proposals are of relatively slight 
consequence. Their appeal is all-important. They 
are saying that the people are well aware of the 
dangers of the times, but that the people do not 
believe that the dangers can be mitigated by my- 
father-can-beat-your-father talk or by chip-on- 
shoulder assertions of devotion to peace. Maybe 
the Russians and the Chinese cannot be brought 
to use any other language, these people say; but 
let us find out. 

The young representatives have not dispersed 
the clouds, but they have let Washington feel the 
wind that blows across the country. It is fresh.

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Where Delay Is Unwarranted 

A substitute for the English bill forcing a 
year’s delay in the State Tax Commission's pro- 
gram for increasing property assessments in St. 
Louis county and 25 other Missouri counties is 
pending in the State Senate. Like the House- 
approved original the substitute would stay the 
Commission's hand, but do so in way that its 
backers hope might be constitutional. 

Apart from the stubborn fact that even in its 
new clothing the measure still may be unconsti- 
tutional, it is objectionable on other grounds. Uni- 
formity of assessments as between counties is es- 
sential for the fair sharing of state school funds 
about which there has been so much to-do of late. 
It is also essential for the fair shouldering of 
state property taxes, and in this area it is basic 
to the proper functioning of the Metropolitan 
Sewer District without undue discrimination 
against city taxpayers. 

If nobody else stands up against the measure 
the seven St. Louis senators surely ought to, 
since the bill is a rank discrimination against 
the city. In our judgment the proposal should be 
stopped where it is. And if by chance it reaches 
the Governor's desk he ought to veto it. 
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Victory Parade and Warning 

The march of the Viet Minh into Haiphong is 
brutal notice to southern Indochina of what to 
expect from Communism. 

Forsaking their previous lenient policy, the 
Communist fofees issted orders right and left 
as they occupied the port evacuated by the 
French. The péedple.were told to surrender “col- 
laborators.” They were -told when they could 
walk on what streets, The ple were told what 
taxes they would pay to the new “Peoples’ Re- 
public.” They were told to cheer the victory 
parade. 

This new iron hand behind the advanced iron 
curtain is a clear warning to the people of free 
Viet Nam. To that extent the Red victory parade 
should strengthen support of Western diplomacy, 
if France and the United States use the opportu- 
nity to agree on what their diplomacy is. 

In a year’s time the Western problem in Indo- 
china has changed remarkably. A year ago, when 
the United States was debating entrance into the 
Indochina war, the issue was how to protect Viet 
Nam from the advancing Communists. Now the 
issue is how to protect Viet Nam from its own 
internal political weaknesses. 

For months the United States and France did 
not disguise a sharp dispute over the leadership 
of Viet Nam. The United States supported Pre- 
mier Diem; France backed the playboy ex-em- 
peror, Bao Dai. The Viet Namese had no ability 
to settle their governmental policies while the 
two Western powers argued about the nature of 
the government, and civil war broke out. 

This week, however, Secretary of State Dulles 
and Premier Faure of France announced final 
and “complete agreement.” Both Washington and 
Paris would support Diem. But Bao Dal would be 
retained as chief of state.

_ «Annual Legislative Sessions _ 

Strong support should be forthcoming for the 
conclusion of both houses of the State Legisla- 
ture that it would be better for them to meet 
every year, instead of every two years. Consider- 
ing the regular calls for special sessions, they 
have, as a matter of fact, been meeting every 
year. But the work of a special session is limited 
by the Governor, so legislators are much more 
circumscribed than in regular session. 

The necessary constitutional amendment was 
originated in the State Senate and then approved 
by the House, 117 to 3, but with some changes. 
Frankly, we believe that the fewer procedural 


. limitations on legislative sessions, the better. 


For example, it is open to question whether 
only even-numbered years should be the ones 
passing on appropriations. Putting the state’s 
finances on an annual basis might be a help. 
appropriations have 
been among the major reasons for special 
sessions. 

What looks like a new but perhaps equally 
pressing reason for special sessions is the time- 
limit under which the Legislature now works. 
Better attendance and more efficient devotion 
to duty might cut this down. But it seems highly 
optimistic to expect overnight reforms in this 
respect. So the conference committee which must 
work out the differences between the two 
branches might well set a six-month limit on 
each annual session, instead of adopting the pro- 
posed two-month limit for even-numbered years. 

A good feature, however, is the proposed 15- 
day veto session to be held three months after 
the close of each regular session. This would 
eliminate Governors’ pocket vetoes, the device 
by which over-riding of a veto is prevented sim-> 
ply by holding it until it is too late for the legis- 
lators to act. This is a parliamentary strategem 
inconsistent with representative government. 
Under our system of divided powers, legislators 
ought to have the last say on legislation. 

Annual sessions should give them a better 
chance in this respect. Such sessions also would 
give the people earlier opportunities to press 
their needs and wants on the Legislature. And 
in view of Missouri’s many special sessions, the 
cost of an annual system probably would make 
little difference in the state’s budget. So we hope 
the State Senate and House resolve their little 
differences and submit this issue to the voters— 
as all constitutional amendments must be 
submitted.

Out of Proportion 

Whoever it is at Laclede Gas Co. who has lost 
a sense of proportion, the public will hope he 
or they get straightened out in a hurry. 

The wildcat strike of CIO meter readers, 
which tied up 2000 Laclede workers Friday, arose 
out of a dispute over overtime pay amounting to 
$3.37 for each of the 75 meter readers, or a total 
of $252 for the company. Granting that the mere 
sums involved do not always measure fully the 
importance of a particular dispute, still the dis- 
crepancy between cause and effect in this case 
suggests that somewhere along the line somebody 
lost his perspective. 

’ Was this dispute really worth a tie-up which, 
if continued, might impair a vital utility service 
essential to the public welfare? Was it worth 
a resort to force when the contract clearly pro- 
vides mediation and arbitration procedures to 
settle such grievances? 

Often such a strike as this is a symptom of il! 
feeling or tension that may have been built up 
quite independently of the immediate contro- 
versy which lights the fuse. If that is true here, 
Friday's strike should be regarded as a warning 
to be heeded before more serious trouble de- 
velops. And both sides might well contemplate 
the Louisville & Nashville railroad strike, which 
ended this week, after 57 days of strife and bit- 
terness, with an agreement that ought to have 
been reached in the first place—to submit the 
issues to arbitration while service continues. 
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Another ASC Uproar 


Mississippi county has now met the farm polli- 
cies of Murray Colbert, state chairman for the 
Agricultural Stabilization Act, and the result, as 
usual, is an uproar. 

Mr. Colbert and the county ASC committee, 
which administers details of the federal farm 
program, disagreed over appointment of an of- 
fice manager. Mr. Colbert, who is responsible to 
Secretary Benson in Washington, wanted to 
name a Republican. The committee objected. So 
Colbert suspended the whole locally-elected 
committee, 

Mississippi county is overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic, but its ASC committee was doing a good 
and impartial job, and Mr. Colbert has not 
proved otherwise. All he has done is to inject 
politics in a place where there is little room for 
it. He did the same thing in Texas and Callaway 
counties. For such reasons he was likened by 
one newspaper to “King John of England.” 

The odd thing about these episodes is that 
they do not read like any attempt to decentral- 
ize the farm program, as Secretary Benson hoped 
to do. Aside from that, Murray Colbert has made 
enough farmers angry to do the Democrats a 
considerable favor. 
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No Green Light in the County 


Gamblers are looking forward to a kind of 
open house in St. Louis county on July 1, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned. On that date the new 
county police department will replace the Sher- 
iff's office as a law enforcement agency. 

What the gambfing interests seem to expect 
is a sudden dearth of police work in a few in- 
corporated areas. The new police will operate in 
unincorporated areas and provide police protec- 
tion for those municipalities which contract for 
it. Several of these incorporated areas have little 
in the way of their own police, yet have 
shown no disposition to sign up with the new 
county police. 

Still this situation does not constitute an open 
invitation to racketeers for one good legal rea- 
son. The new police department will be charged 
with enforcing state law everywhere in the 
county. Organized gambling is against Missouri 
law. If gambling exists the county police will 
have to move against it—in or outside city boun- 
daries and with or without a contract with city 
authorities. Albert E. DuBois, superintendent of 
the new police department, says that “law viola- 
tors from the East Side, West Side or anywhere 
will not be tolerated in St. Louis county.” 

The real problem in law enforcement on July 1 
will not be a matter of boundaries but of civic 
support for the police. Organizing a brand-new 
law enforcement agency in a big urban county 
is a difficult task. The new department will need 
enough men and money and public encourage 
ment to protect St. Louis counfy from hoodlum 
invasions.

Hoover Commission would tear up Rural Electrification Agency 
without judging results; yet on its twentieth birthday REA 
has much still to do; one farm in 20 remains to be elec- 
trified; many others could make fuller use of electric power. 


An Editorial in Public Power Magazine 


The new Hoover Commission's report 
on lending agencies is, in so far as it 
relates to the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration, a disheartening document. 


It is one thing, as Congress presum- 
ably intended when it established the 
new commission, to produce constructive 
criticism of the operation of even suc- 
cessful government programs. It is 
quite another for the commission to rec- 
ommend that an almost unprecedentedly 
beneficial program be torn up without, 
as Attorney General Brownell has point- 
ed out, “sufficient study to determine 
the effect which such a recommendation 
would have...” 


That REA’s electric loan program has 
achieved a great deal is not disputed, 


even by the hostile authors of the com- 


mission report. 


REA has made electricity the rule 
rather than the exception on the nation’s 
farms. But what of the job ahead? 


The remaining unelectrified farms— 
more than one in 20—should not be for- 
gotten, and they are those farms which 
are most in need of an aggressive rural 
electrification program. 


Even more challenging is the job to 
be done on those farms already served. 
It is a job for REA, the farmers, their 
co-ops and the electric manufacturers. 


Most electrified farms have only be- 
gun to scratch the surface in utilizing 
electricity for better living and greater 
productive efficiency. They need more 
electric appliances, tools and equipment, 
and, to power these items, more electric 
energy. 

Obviously, the benefits of all this flow 
not alone to the farmers, but also to pri- 
vate business and manufacturers, and 
in the end, through a stronger American 
agriculture, to all the nation. 


REA's task, therefore, is-not nearing 


completion. It has only begun. REA's 
program is for the future. 

The heart of the Hoover Commission 
recommendations for REA is the pro- 
posal for private financing of loan funds. 
Such a proposal is simply flouting of the 
clear lesson of history. 

REA was established only after pri- 
vately-financed electric utilities had 
failed to display not only initiative and 
imagination but even business acumen 
in dealing with the problem of rural 
electrification. 

Private financing failed to get Ameri- 
can farms electrified, and its record does 
not recommend it for what may be even 
greater challenges ahead in meeting the 
future needs of rural electrification. 


We cannot afford, nor with the ex- 
perience of REA need we risk, the years 
of delay that might be expected to ac- 
company private financing of farm 
electric service. 

But perhaps we should look for a 
brighter side to the Hoover Commis- 
sion’s report. 


In the first place, no one in either ma- 
jor political party or in either the legis- 
lative or executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment has expressed even mild ap- 
proval of the commission’s recommenda- 
tions for REA, so far as we have seen. 


Nor is anyone responsible to the 
American people likely to want to asso- 
ciate himself with the job of carrying 
the commission's plan into law. 


And finally, the report may be viewed 
as a sort of backhanded praise of the 
REA program. REA is perhaps in the 
same position as TVA, which former 
TVA Chairman Gordon R. Clapp has

OU might never have expected it, but the sugary old 

book, play, silent and sound movie, “DADDY LONG 

LEGS,” has been fashioned into a slick, charming 
dancing-musical vehicle which is just about perfect for the 
talents of Fred Astaire and Leslie Caron. 
It’s showing at the ST. LOUIS THEATER. 

In this, Leslie is a French orphan who 
is upped to the age of 18 to start to save 
the clacking of tongues, and Fred, of 
course, is the rich man of indefinite but 
definitely mature age who takes a fatherly 
interest in her and educates her anony- 
mously while at the same time taking a healthy non-fatherly 
interest in her by attending her school dance and showing 
her about New York City. 

This is managed with a smooth comic-sentimental in- 
flection by Director Jean Negulesco, with a few astrin- 
gently funny lines.

We have the proper 
number of beautiful slave girls, some discreet (by the old 
silent DeMille standards) orgies, the required proportion of 
fighting and gore, including one repelling scene in which 
Edmund Purdom, as the Prodigal, is thrown into a pit full 
of human skeletons and fights off a devouring vulture. And 
we have the usual stilted dramatic dummy underneath 
these gorgeous trappings. 


The Syndicate Again 

The story about the all-powerful “syndicate” head is 
good for some more tired mileage in “THE BIG COMBO,” 
at the ORPHEUM,. Richard Conte, certainly familiar as a 
film gangster, has been promoted to “Mr. Brown,” the 
syndicate chief.

French Fried Onions 


As a seasoning, and in small 
quantities, a pound of onions 
will often furnish all that is 
needed for a week or more. 
Once in a while we use a larger 
quantity and feature the onion 
as a vegetable, usually in addi- 
tion to potatoes. 

For the popular creamed on- 
ions, or the simpler, buttered 
vegetable, we choose even-sized, 
white onions known as “boilers.” 
For sauteeing and French fry- 
ing, the yellow onions will do 
very well. Most of us, for some 
unknown reason, call the sliced 
Onions, sauteed in butter or 
other fat, “smothered” onions. 

French fried onions are con- 
sidered a treat even by gour- 
mets. They are a specialty at 
many chop houses and are rather 
an expensive item. The reason 
for this lies in the fact that they 
must be prepared to order. It 
is not difficult to prepare these 
at home if you do not mind 
frying in deep fat. 

One of the modern electric 
French fryers is convenient for 
this purpose but any heavy, deep 
kettle on the range will do just 
as good work if you have a fry- 
ing basket to fit it. 

Rather large, mild onions are 
best for this purpose, since they 
will separate easily into rings. 
These are dipped first in milk 
and then seasoned flour. The 
frying basket should not be filled 
too full for best results, for in

this case the temperature of the 
hot fat will be reduced too much. 
After frying, the rings should 
be drained on soft paper. If di- 
rections are followed the rings 
will be crisp and attractive in 
appearance with their golden 
brown color, 
French Fried Onion Rings. 
Four to six mild onions, one- 
half cup milk, one-half cup flour, 
one-half teaspoon salt, pepper. 
Slice peeled onions one-quar- 
ter inch thick and separate into 
rings. Dip first in milk and then 
in seasoned flour. Preheat fat 
and fry rings about five minutes 


until lightly browned. Drain on 
soft paper. Yield: Six servings. 
Smothered Onions. 

Ingredients: One and one-half 
pounds onions, one-fourth cup 
butter or drippings, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper. 

Wash and peel onions and cut 
in thin slices. Melt butter or 
dripfings in heavy frying pan, 
add onions and cook over low 


“heat until brown, stirring often. 


Add more butter if necessary. 
Add seasonings. Lower heat and 
simmer, if necessary, until ten- 
der. Yield: Six servings. 


Parents Are 


Real Bosses 
In the Home

WO types of grandparents 
T can cause trouble in homes 
when they undertake to par- 
ticipate in the disciplining of the 
children. 


First, there are those who be- 
lieve the parents are too strict 
and who try to make things 
easier for the youngsters by in- 
dulging them and circumvent- 
ing the home rules and regula- 
tions. 


The other type contend the 
parents are too easy on their 


children and continually advo- 


cate a “crackdown” and drastic 
punishment for every offense. 
Both kinds of grandparents can 
create considerable disturbance 
in a home and they need to be 
restrained. 


se «s 


AN INQUIRY from Mrs. G., 
brief as it is, tells quite a story. 
She asks, “How can we dis- 
cipline our grandchilcren effec- 
tively without making trouble?” 


The best way, Mrs. G., is to 
find out how the parents want 
them disciplined and fall in line 
with their practice. Disciplining 
these children is the responsi- 
bility of their own parents. Both 
parents and grandparents should 
understand this and be guided 
accordingly. If the responsibility 
lies anywhere except with the 
parents, there will be trouble 
and plenty of it for a long time. 


Ideally the grandparent should 
say, “Ask your father,” or, 
“What does your mother let you 
do?” Of course, this is not al- 
ways possible in practice so the. 
grandparent must find out the 
general policies of the chil- 
dren’s parents and follow suit. 
Then the parents must, of 
course, back up the grandpar- 
ents as their own representa- 
tives.

THIS PROBABLY SOUNDS 
easier than a good many really 
have found it to be in practice, 
but it is the only way.in which 
this problem of discipline can 
be handled satisfactorily by 
three generations. 


Sometimes the parents will 
have to assert themselves. You 
may have to tell Grandpa, “If 
you are going to let Johnnie 
fill up on ice cream when you 
take him for a walk just before 
supper, he'll have to stop go- 
ing out.” Say it with a smile but 
mean it. Parents have no right 
to abdicate their own responsi- 
bility. 

What happens when the par- 
ents won't take any responsi- 
bility? That presents a prob- 
lem that is not easy to solve. 
Grandmother's course then will 
have to be to help the parents 
understand their job. She can’t 
take their place.

cine. The only answer, as far 
as I can see, is that this vaccine 
is our hope to do away with the 
danger of polio. Unfortunately, 
however, the Federal Govern- 
ment had not prepared before- 
hand to lay down the rules for 
inspection of production. 


For some reason it was not 
possiblé before making the an- 
nouncement of the new discov- 
ery to wait until there was a suf- 
ficient supply on hand to pro- 
vide all the vaccine needed and 
to have the plan of the Federal 
Government completed as to how 
inspection and distribution could 
go on. 


The. Federal Government dis- 
likes taking a step like this, but 
it might be well to realize that 
when so great a number of chil- 
dren is involved all over the 
country the task is so big as to 
require federal control and reg- 
ulation. 


Now there is uncertainty and 
confusion but in the end I am 
sure the Federal Government 
will do its share, the states will 
do their share, and the children 
will be safeguarded.

ONE FEELS SORRY for the 
scientists who would have liked 
to work quietly until they were 
sure all their experiments had 
been completed and all arrange- 
ments made. But we are always 
a nation in a hurry and it was 
understandable that we were in 
a hurry to end as far as possible 
the threat of polio. 

There will be disappointments, 
for it is impossible this season to 
administer all adequate safe- 
guards. At least, that is the 
impression one gets from read- 
ing the day-to-day reports in the

I SPENT Friday afternoon vis- 
iting a co-operative community 
—a place called White Meadow 
Lake in Rockaway, N.J. The 
manager of this community is 
an immigrant from Sweden and 
hopes eventually to build it 
along the lines of many of the 
Swedish co-operative groups. 

This particular part of New 
Jersey is a wooded area of hills 
and lakes. The houses are 
charming, neither too big nor 
pretentious, and nestled among 
trees and delightfully land- 
scaped. 

Every resident of White Mead- 
ow Lake pays a co-operative fee 
for which the beaches around 
the lake are kept in order and 
the sport facilities of the area 
are developed, and some cul- 
tural programs are being carried 
on. There are tennis courts, 
baseball diamonds, basketball 
fields, and arrangements for day 
camps for the children through 
the summer, which must be a 
great relief for their elders. 


— _ 

YOUNGSTERS between the 
ages of 5 and 17 may spend the 
whole morning and the after- 
noon fully occupied in a variety 
of ways and under supervision, 
returning to their homes only 
for lunch and supper. A bus 
picks up the children, takes them 
back for lunch and brings them 
home in the late afternoon. A 
member of the board of directors 
told me that he thought the day 
would come when they would 
also have a camp for the smaller 
children. 

In a project such as White 
Meadow Lake there must be cer- 
tain rules and regulations, of 
course, but on the whole this 
community, which started as a 
summer community but now has 
200 all-year-around residents, is 
developing very fast and very 
satisfactorily.

The statement that North- 
South could have selected a bet- 
ter contract implies that there 
was something wrong with their 
bidding, but any such conclusion 
would be unfair, and hard to 
prove. South’s bidding was con- 
ventional and logical, and it is 
doubtful that the majority of 
experts would deviate from 
North’s reactions. Some experts 
might persist to four spades— 
for which there was a much bet- 
ter chance—but the majority, to 
repeat, would. accept the three- 
no-trump contract. For one 
thing, they would be afraid of 
tampering with a contract to 
which, for all they could know, 
South might be able to supply a 
long, solid minor suit. 

West opened the jack of 
hearts, and when South saw the 
dummy he knew he would need 
considerable luck to win nine 
tricks. If he couldn’t make more 
than two spade tricks, his pros- 
pects would be particularly 
bleak. But how should be attack 
the spades? Several methods 
had to be considered. Should he 
lay down the king and then 
finesse against West? Should he 
cash the king and ace in hope 
of dropping the queen? Or 
should he. . . 

South went out for deception: 
he led the spade nine and put 
on dummy’s 10. He was very 
nonchalant about the whole 
thing. 

East earned a little credit by 
hesitating, but only a little, be- 
cause he then took the trick. 
Undoubtedly, he was afraid that 
if he didn’t take it, he would 
lose his spade queen. But he 
might. as well have lost it, for 
now there was no defense. Noth- 
ing could stop South from win- 
ning four spade tricks, three 
hearts, and one trick in each 
minor. 

East's acceptance of the spade 
trick was a perfect illustration 
of the penny-wise, pound-foolish 
policy. A a single trick the spade 
queen was utterly immaterial, 
but as a suit stopper it was vital. 
Thus, East should have cheer- 
fully risked the trick in order to 
increase enormously his chance 
of stopping the suit.

But what about our teen- 
agers? During the teen years 
there is a tremendous physical 
growth, as well as glandular and 
emotional strain. Health and 
emotional balance in adulthood 
depend, to a considerable extent, 
on how well the teen-ager copes 
with this critical period. 

Statistically speaking the teen 
years are the healthiest. Last 
year in St. Louis there were less 
than four deaths for every 1000 
children between the ages of 10 
and 20 years, as compared to 
almost 11 deaths per 1000 per- 
sons of all ages.

IT IS in this group, however, 
that accidents take a heavy toll. 
Forty per cent of all deaths in 
this group during 1954 were 
caused by accidents—80 per cent 
of these accidents attributed to 
motor vehicles. Doesn't this 
point up the necessity of stress- 
ing in our homes and schools 
the principles of safety? One 
of the most effective methods 
of teaching safe driving is for 
us—the parents—to set a good 
example to our children who 
are the proud possessors of their 
first driver's license. 

Fast growing bodies demand 
the right food—during adoles- 
cence there is a special need for 
protein. Many youngsters hurry 
off to school with only a cup of 
coffee or a glass of milk. For 
lunch they have a hasty snack— 
a hot dog, candy bar and soft 
drink. 


A proper daily diet should 
include a quart of milk, meat 
or fish, green vegetables and 
fruit, plus citrus fruit, whole 
grain or enriched bread, and 
cereal.
